B  &  B  High  Potential  Deaf  Volleyball  Camp  -  On  Sunday,  July  14th,  B  &  B  High  Potential  Deaf 
Volleyball  Camp  opened  at  ISD  to  20  highly  talented  volleyball  players  from  around  the  nation.  The 
campers  were  greeted  with  challenging  expectations  set  by  co-directors:  Brian  A.  Bippus  and  Lynn  Ray 
Boren  and  camp  staff  from  the  Gallaudet  University  Volleyball  Team:  Laurie  Anderson,  Bellamie 
Bachleda,  Rachel  Boll,  and  Valerie  Sharer. 

The  daily  schedule  kept  the  campers  busy  with  different  sessions  during  the  day.  The  morning 
session  included  group  stations,  individualized  training  and  specialized  positions.  To  maintain  the  ratio  of 
5  campers  per  staff,  the  girls  were  split  into  4  groups  and  run  different  drills.  In  the  afternoon  session,  the 
girls  enjoyed  competitive  2-on-2  and  4-on-4  games  where  they  were  able  to  have  ball  contact  more 
frequently. 

The  girls  also  watched  videotapes  and  discussed  their  weaknesses,  performance  and  improvement.

STUDENT  LIFE  CENTER 
AFTER-SCHOOL  PROGRAMS 


The  Student  Development  Center  will  expand  its  after-school  programming  for  ISD  residential  AND  day 
students,  effective  August  12,  2002.  This  has  been  done  in  an  effort  to  meet  students’  academic  and  social 
needs.  This  expansion  also  includes  increased  hours  and  staff  to  run  the  Resource  Center  to  receive  tutoring 
after  school  and/or  after  dinner  (Sundays  through  Thursdays),  student-work  programs  and  student  clubs/ 
organizations  (i.e.  Jr.  NAD,  Adventure  Club,  Cooking  Club,  Arts/Crafts  Club). 

Day  Students 

Day  students  are  welcome  and  encouraged  to  participate  in  any  after-school  activities  coordinated  by  the 
Student  Life  Center.  This  includes  activities  occurring  after  dinner,  too. 

As  in  the  past,  the  Student  Development  Center  staff  will  be  responsible  for  supervising  all  day  students  who 
participate  in  scheduled  after-school  activities  (aside  from  formal  ISD  sports  programs). 

Parents  are  responsible  for  contacting/arranging  transportation  for  their  children.  Day  students  can  go  home 
on  the  late  bus  (provided  by  some  school  districts)  or  be  picked  up  by  parents.  Parents  are  responsible  for 
contacting  their  local  school  transportation  office  to  make  arrangements  for  their  child. 

Parents  must  call  the  Secretary  for  the  Student  Life  Center  (924-8403  TTY)  between 
8:00  A.M.  and  9:00  P.M.  to  provide: 

1 .  name  of  student 

2.  date  and  time  of  student’s  participation 

3.  information  on  student’s  transportation  home 
3 .  any  other  pertinent  information 

This  must,  be.  done,  at  least.  24  hours  prior  to  the,  date,  requested. 

If  you  are  requesting  your  child  stay  overnight  in  a  residential  hall,  please  contact  the  appropriate  Assistant 
Dean  between  2:00  -  9:00  P.M. 

Approval  will  depend  on  availability  of  bed  space  and  availability  of  staff  (to  meet  the  increased  student 
numbers.)  This  must  bp.  done,  at  least  24  hours  prior  to  the  date  requested. 

All  day  students  participating  in  ISD  athletic  programs  MUST  report  to  designated  residential  areas  for 
check-in  (Elementary:  Willard/Raney  Halls,  Middle  School/High  School:  Second  floor  Co-ed  Lounge). 

Residential-Students 

There  have  been  some  modifications  in  programs  and  schedules  for  residential  students. 

In  order  to  accommodate  programming  and  to  expand  educational  opportunities  for  all  students,  Middle 
School  and  High  School  residential  areas  will  be  closed  until  after  dinner.  (Middle  School  residential  areas 
will  open  at  5:30  p.m.  each  day.  High  School  residential  areas  will  be  open  at  6:00  p.m.  each  day.) 

After  school,  Middle  School/High  School  students  will  report  directly  to  the  2nd  Floor  Co-Ed  Lounge  for 
check-in. 

After  check-in,  students  participating  in  ISD  athletic  programs  will  go  to  designated  areas  for  their  activities. 
All  other  students  will  be  able  to  choose  from  a  list  of  activities.

The  purpose  of  the  master  calendar  is  to  communicate  with  the  ISD  community  (students,  staff  and  families)  of  the  upcoming 
events  that  occur  on  ISD’s  campus.  You  can  easily  find  the  master  calendar  on  your  on  the  web  at  www.deaflioosiers.com  then 
click,  “activities”  then  scroll  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  page  and  click,  “calendar.” 

The  master  calendar  is  divided  into  five  categories:  athletics,  students,  staff,  school,  and  all.  “All”  means  complete  information 
from  athletics,  students,  staff  and  school.  “Athletics”  -  all  information  regarding  to  sports.  “Students”  -  after-school  activities, 
student  organization  meetings,  etc.  “Staff’-  information  for  staff  and  can  only  be  accessed  by  staff.  “School”  -  school 
calendar,  ISTEP  information,  etc. 

If  you  want  to  insert  your  information  on  the  master  calendar,  you  must  complete  the  following  steps: 

®  Fill  out  the  master  calendar  form.  You  are  required  to  fill  out  one  form  for  each  activity. 

®  Submit  your  form(s)  to  your  Division  Head  Supervisor  through  your  immediate  supervisor  for  approval.  For 

example:  Education  staff  gets  approval  from  the  Principal,  Student  Life  staff  gets  approval  from  the  Director  of 
Student  Life,  etc.  (Note:  Please  check  the  master  calendar  for  any  conflicts  in  the  existing  schedule  before  sending 
your  request  to  your  supervisor  for  approval.) 

®  After  the  Division  Head  Supervisor  approves  your  request,  send  the  forms  to  the  Student  Life  Secretary  to 

feed  information  into  the  master  calendar. 

®  Special  Note:  Since  it  requires  time  to  install  information  in  the  master  calendar,  please  submit  the  master 

calendar  form  to  the  Student  Life  Secretary  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  activity.
